The results of the investigation are as follows:

e Timestamp 3:07 
o The defendant is seen getting a Stetson M2-A out of their gray gridlock with 
unknown plate numbers. 


e Timestamp 3:13 
o FBI Assistant Director ‘chexburger’ and the defendant are seen engaging in a 
gunfight, the defendant is seen using a machinegun, which is prohibited per 18 
U.S.C. § 922(0). 


e Timestamp 3:14 
o FBI Assistant Director ‘chexburger’ is displayed dead after the altercation made 
with the defendant, resulting in the death of a federal agent. 


e Timestamp 3:18 
© Defendant is seen picking up two (2) boxes of Police Grade 9mm ammunition, 
which constitutes a violation of 18 U.S.C. § 641 


e Timestamp 3:20 
o Defendant is seen shooting and killing a citizen of the United States 


e Timestamp 3:22 
© Defendant is seen picking up one (1) box of Police Grade 5.56 ammunition 


Based on the evidence aforementioned, the Federal Bureau of Investigation recommends that the 
Department of Justice files the following charges, against the following individuals: 


e It is recommended that the defendant, gortsons, is charged with: 
o Murder ON 2 Counts - 18 U.S. Code § 1111 
Unlawful acts [Firearms] ON 1 Counts - 18 U.S. Code § 922(0) 
Public money, property or records ON 1 Counts - 18 U.S. Code § 641
